Representatives of a 
many municipalities between 
Yongc St. and Peterborough at- 
tended a meeting of the Central 
Ontario Highway Association In 
the town hull Inst evening. 

Prior to the meeting the town 
council tendered a dinner lo the 
visiting members of the associa- 
tion at tho King George hotel. 

Only thc section of the high- 
way between Yonge St. and 
Port Perry remains to be laken 
over by the provincial govern- 
ment, it wns stated at thc public 
meeting. 

"It will serve 200,000 people," 
said Alderman James Dutton, 
Peterborough, president of the 
association. 

"We are thoroughly behind thc 
project," he said. "Wc can 
uchicve this highway only by 
united effort. We are proud of 
our highways, and we arc anxi- 
ous to sec highways built that will 
help the people. 

Alderman Dutton paid tribute 
lo W. M. Bowes, Port Perry, 
organizer for thc highway asso- 
ciation. 

"His couruge, ubllitv and per- 
servcrance have been great con- 
tributory factors in achieving thc 
results to date," Mr. Dutton said. 

"Looking at the map Is what 
convinced me to do what I have 
for (his highway," said Mr. 
Bowes. 

"Central Ontario has been 

slighted in thc matter of highway 
appropriation in thc last 20 
years, 1 ' said Mr. Bowes. "Western 
Ontario has roads cost and west 
and north and south every five or 
ten miles. They have been paid 
for out of tho provincial treasury. 
"Western Ontario hos hud six 
limes as much money per copitu 
spent on highways as has central 
Ontario. If there is not going to 
be fairness in thc distribution of 
provincial motor and gasoline 
tuxes, it is time that tho atten- 
tion of the provincial government 
should be drawn to it must 
emphatically. 

"Our provincial government 
hos n very large revenue, anil our 
local councils have the right to 
moke recommendations to the 
central government. 

"Every council from Ottawa 
to Orangeville hos expressed its 
approval of this project. At the 
expense of building 100 miles you 
obtain a through highway from 
Ottawa lo I«nko Huron. 

"It will not cost over $3,000,- 
000 and probably will cost less 
than $2,500,000. The highways 
department says we can estimate 
on $25,000 a mile. 

"Ontario is carrying out a man 
to build tho most wonderful high- 
way system in tho wurld. Plans 
are being made for dual high- 
ways between Niagara end Wind- 
sor. Toronto and Sornla, Mont- 
real and Toronto. s , , 

"Wo oro advocating this hlgh- 
woy oa one of tho cheapest and 
most logical additions to tho high- 
way syalem of tho province. 

"Wo should build our highways 
in such a position that thoy will 
bring now rovenue, now business, 
now construction. This highway

HOUSEWIVES' ANION 

The proposed housewives 1 union in the 
neighboring city of Toronto, to keep down the 
price of milk and bread and to protect the house- 
hold budget, is interesting. It is not organized 
by the C.LO. or by "foreign agitators," and so it 
is not likely to be as thorough or as successful as 
it might otherwise be. The leader in this move- 
ment proposes to boycott milk and bread com- 
panies to force the prices back down to their 
former levels. It is not fair to jump to the 
conclusion that these companies are making 
unreasonable profits. The price of bread and 
milk may be unreasonably high and at the same 
time the companies might be operating on quite 
moderate margins of profit 

Too Many Early Risers 

How could this be? There may be far too many 
companies in the milk and bread business. The 
cost of distribution may be needlessly high 
through far too much duplication. In the city 
dozens of different milk and bread wagons 
traverse each street, and the residents along those 
streets are paying for the oats and supporting the 
drivers, just as much as though they were paying 
local improvement taxes. The housewives may be 
able to force the prices down and send some of 
the extra companies out of business, or they may 
even bring about, as they have already suggested, 
municipal distribution Of course, it may be that 
the companies arc making exorbitant profits and 
that the prices will go down without anyone going 
out of business. That would mean that it would 
be possible to get the milk price still lower by 
going further and eliminating some of the waste- 
ful competition. 

Sympathy With Farmer 

One of the interesting points in the city dis- 
cussion is that no one seems to begrudge anything 
extra to the farmer. If it could be shown that the 
price increase was going to the farmers, the 
housewives' union would not be discussed. 
Apparently there is the greatest sympathy with 
[the farmer. City people seem to be conscious of 
the difficult struggle the man on the land is 
having today, and also aware that the city's own 
prosperity is tied up with farm prosperity. In 
any event it is easy to understand how women 
who are carrying their families on $15 to $25 a 
week will fight to save 25 cents which previously 
gave the children an occasional movie. And at 
this point the bread and milk dealers may say: 
But perhaps it is the movie prices that are too high. 
Probably they are, but movies are an imported 
product beyond the control of the housewives of 
Toronto. Milk and bread are Ontario products, 
which everybody must buy for health's sake, and 
you can't blame the housewives for seeing what 
they can do to bring these prices down.

NEW SCHOOL CURRICULUM 

Addressing Durham and Northumberland 
public school teachers two weeks ago, one of the 
two Toronto creators of the new public school 
curriculum urged teachers to forget about exam- 
inations. Stanley Watson, principal of Keclc St. 
public school, Toronto, said thai one of the chief 
advantages of the now curriculum is that it per- 
mits the teacher to choose topics which he or she 
feels will be of most value to the pupils. These 
topics, wc would suggest, will be ones In which 
the teacher is enthusiastically interested or about 
which the pupils ore enthused. There needs to 
he enthusiasm. 
Books Needed 

Mr. Watson said that the pupils must do 00 per 
cent of the work and the teacher one per cent. 
The idea is that education Is what you do for 
yourself. Mr. Watson asked that school boards 
provide a. wealth of reading material for the 
children. Our idea of o school is a building with 
lots of reading : rnoms and book shelves, or for a 
ono or two-roomed school, the class-room or 
rooms lined with book shelves. There is education 
for children in discovering books for themselves. 
Making Decisions 

Mr. Watson had a lot of interesting suggestions, 
Including one that an entire class should not be 
given the same selection as memory work. 
Presumably he would say to children: "Pick out 
some poem you like, not too short, from the book 
shelves, and memorize It." It is Important for 
the pupils to be making choices and decisions for 
themselves. Another suggestion he made was 
that in the course of preparation for a story 
festival, to ho attended by parents and friends, the 
pupils would read half n dozen books to find 
something that they liked. We suppose that fit 
the festival each pupil gives a resume of some 
story he likes. Incidentally, he said, the pupils 
would improve their handwriting In preparing to 
semi out atirnctivo hand-written Invitations to 
the festival. 
Health Examination 

At tho same convention the president of the 
teachers' organization said that Durham county 
had been progressive In introducing tho study of 
music in the schools and expressed tho hope that 
Durham would be tho first county to establish a 
system of regular medical examination In both 



HOW TO INFLUENCE EDITORS 

"How do you write something so that it will be 
published in a newspaper just as it was written?" 
was a question put to us the other day. We would 
like to turn this question over to Dale Carnegie, 
author of "How to Win Friends and Influence 
People," for reply, but we did attempt an answer, 
which may be of interest to some of our readers. 
In the first place, every newspaper has its own 
"style", so that when an article is all right for 
one newspaper it may be a little bit out of "kilter" 
for the next. If a press correspondent didn't want 
even a capital letter changed he would have to 
study carefully the particular newspaper to which 
he was sending the item. For instance, the To- 
ronto Telegram and the Toronto Star hyphenate 
"to-day," while the Globe and Mail writes "today." 
The Telegram and the Globe and Mail both capi- 
talize, the M and L In "Hon. Norman Rogers, 
Minister of Labor," while the Star writes: "Hon. 
Norman Rogers, minister of labor." All three 
newspapers would write, however, "Minister of 
Labor Norman Rogers." 

Cherished Newspaper Ideas 

But there are more serious changes than these 
made by editors. Most of these changes are based 
on tho idea thai news is supposed to consist of 
facts, not opinions. The statement, "Business is 
improving," is an opinion, whereas the statement, 
"Business Is Improving, John Smith said," is a 
fact If John Smith really did say that. If a news 
article is headed with the name of the writer, 
that is, a "hy-line t " it may be full of opinions, or 
the writer may try to disguise opinion* and gossip 
as news by inserting such little phrases as, "politi- 
cal observers say," "it is rumored at Queen's 
Park," "it is fell." For the same reason editors 
try to keep out of their news columns the words 
"wo" and "our" unless they appear as part of u 
quoted statement. "'We hoj)g for belter business 
this fall,' John Smith said," may pass muster, hut, 
"John Smith is ill. Wo wish him a speedy re- 
covery," brings the personality of the writer need- 
lessly into the picture. 

Six Serving-Men 

Another weakness of editors' is to regard "when" 
and "where" as of less importance than "what," 
"how/' "why" and "who," If you send in a 
report beginning: "On Friday night in the com- 
munity hall a very successful meeting of tho 
Women's Institute was held," you arc very likely 
to find thiu it will appear in print this way: "A 
vory successful mooting of tho Women's Institute 
was held in the community hall on Friday night." 
The Idea is to win the interest of readers na 
quickly as possible, and you can't blame editors for 
trying to make their newspapers as readable as 
possible when you consider that newsprint which 
cost less than ISO a ton a year or two ago now 
costs over $60 and is expected to pass $70 after 
the new year.

heard "wo are going to war to 
end war," It started a train of 
thought, which, in spile of re- 
peated set-backs, has grown and 

grown. 

Heforo 1014, Inure- seemed but 
one way to settle difficulties, and 
from ancient times, prophets, 
priests and kings had sent their 
people out to fight, until tho best 
prepared army, shouted above 
their fallen foo that "might was 
right." 

Hut I0M flaw a now typo of 
army in our midst. These worn 
not men trained from thulr youth 
to handle arms— to face tho fact 
that in all probability their fato 
would he to fall in battle— thoy 
woro boys fresh from school, 
from the office, from the form 
and from college. Thoy wero 
fired with a great enthusiasm to 
help drive back an army, which 
hail Invaded a small, noutral and 
prnellcally unprepared country; 
they left their comforlablo 
homes, good Jobs, preparation for 
life work, and never stopped to 
count the cost— thoy woro fighting 
for an ideal, and tltoso who fight 
for high Ideals cannot altogether 
fail, no matter how dark tho 
pros|H>ct may be at times. 

Hut could thosu valiant hearts 
who lie beneath tholr white 
crosses far from homo and loved 



ontiroly unnecessary nnd If 
Britain's unknown soldier, sloop* 
lug at Westminister, could return 
to tho world today and see 
chaotic conditions, ho would 
think all sacrifices had boon In 
vain, 



ones, return, a silent army, to 
spend this Hcmcmbrance Day, in 
their former haunts, might thoy 
not wonder who had blundered? 
Whore iu this dictator-ridden, 

am ted -to- tho -teeth World, was 
their Ideal of a world made safe 
for democracy? Was It for this 
they had endured tho cold, tho 
hunger, the agony of uncertainty 
where death lurked from earth 
and sky and whore friends foil 
beside yuu, and you dared not 
pause, for you wero at war to 
end war, and you must not stop? 

Could that silent army give 
longue, would it say we had let 
the torch, with which they hoped 
to light the way to better things, 
fall, and so set the world again 
afire with the war fever? Could 
they bo given a vision of us as 
we stand for those two minutes 
of almost unearthly silence, 
might thoy not wonder, as they 
lonked about, If this were the 
only lime in the year, that, apart 
from their loved ones, their dying 
for their ideal was remembered? 

It niittht only take Iho match 
of an ill-considered word to set 
tho nations across the sea, at one 
another's throats, and as far us 
one can see, the remedy for the 
deadly disease of war, Is not 
home, applied any more skilfully 
than before 1014. 

Diplomacy seems liko a badly 
balanced teeter, which Is apt to 
let ono end or the other down 
with a Ihttd, and resultant sore- 
ness; and at the heart of every 
nation is suspicion, with a capital 

What one nation will dnro to 
be the first to lay down her arms, 
without tho fear of being thu fox, 
with thu dog upon it? 

If this Hemombrnnce Day could 
SCO n better understanding, even 
between tho nations who will 
observe it— a doslro In work In 
real unison for tho settlement of 
all difficulties by peaceful means, 
surely might would bo right, In 
this caso, for n combination of so 
many nations working with ono 
purpose — to avoid tho scorning 
necessity for war, would have to 
find real solutions. 

I think, If wo would bo faithful 
to those who gave bo much, our 
prayor In those two silent min- 
utes on Itomombranea Day 
should bo, "May tho noaco t of 
God, which pnwes all under- 
standing, enter Into tho hearts of 
tho nations," for such n pwico 
cannot bo broken.

The first, mile of road from 
Yonge St. on tho Bradford flats 
was not smooth. But as we 
neared the Dutch village the 
trail became so uneven that we 
were forced to a five-milcs-an- 
hour pace. After Jiggling about 
over this for awhile we reached 
a row of unusual houses set in 
a straight line. "One thing I will 
say," stated the patriarch, John 
Rupke, with a smile, "the road 
is improving every year." 

A hundred people live in the 
village proper, with another hun- 
dred on Julianna Ave., and in 
other surrounding suburbs. Our 
escort suggested that we visit 
four people before four o'clock 
when wc should be in readiness 
for a session with Miss Aileen 
Nolan at the school. John Rupke 
was building a cow stable behind 
the house. (We didn't see the 
cow, but in the stable of Jan 
Rupke, wc did see a goat, the 
only head of livestock evident in 
(lie village.) When we explained 
our errand, he expressed great 
pleasure at tho suggestion of 
currying on educational work in 
the village. So did his brother, 
Jan Rupke, and a powerful 
young man named Valenlyen. 



Ail offered to arrange for a meet- 
ing and handle the publicity. So 
an evening gathering in the 
schoolhouse was arranged. 

Miss Nolan welcomed assist- 
ance in the education of the vil- 
lage. She had taught a night 
class for a time, but it had not 
been revived this season. There 
is little winter activity among 
these gardeners. After their 
hard work of the summer they 
spend much of the winter in con- 
trasting idleness. Many of them 
skate a great deal. But there is 
a lack of work, of reading mat- 
ter, of occupation for their hands,

Never have we found a rural 
or urban community that 
appeared so receptive to ideas, so 

eager to better its condition. The 
inmates of Kingslcy Farm, the 
inhabitants of Ansnorveld, have 

time hanging on their hands. If 

we can only find the right 
approach to their problems and 
bridge the gap caused by their 
unfainiliarity with the English 
language. 

Surely these people of the 
Dutch village have a contribution 
for Canadian culture. But their 
contribution can never be made 
if they rust undeveloped on the 
plains of Holland March.

Editor, The Era:— The work of 
securing a suitable minister for 
Trinity United church, is no easy 
task, as there Is so much differ- 
ence of opinion, which makes it 
necessary for the congregation to 
render all the help possible.

Too many 
today are satisfied with being a 
church member, and that will 
not save anybody, if they do not 
meet tho conditions, laid down 
in God's worth And wlthuut n 
new hearl they are ashamed to 
confess Christ by prayer* or testi- 
mony. 

Let us go to church for what 
we can put in It, and nut lust for 
what wo can get out of ft. But 
remember tho first thought 
should be worship. 

'Firrt of all. tho church should 
he a soul-saving church, and not 
a place for entertainment only. 
Some of the ministers today over- 
work the social side, and there Is 
n possibility of It lending to com- 
munism, and the church is not 

clear of it today. Some ministers 
glvo lectures on Sunday evenings, 
un certain writers and their books, 
And olhers can buy ready-made 
sermons. I don't want a man to 
glvo ready-made or iccoml-lmnd 
sermons, do you? Tho only 
ministers that can fill u church 
today, and keep it filled, aro 
those that preach tho gospel In 
its simplicity, taking God at Ills 
word, which Es tho only sure 
foundation and cure for all 
present-day ills. 

I heard a minister say, on Sun- 
day, that ten years ago a young 
man would not bo aeon with u 
woman that smoked cigarettes, 
nnd today cigarette smoking Is as 
common as dirt and Just as dirty, 
Let us remember tho youth of 
today, and also the youth of to- 
morrow.

Wo learned 
also that the charge of $2.50 will 
prohibit the boys meeting in the 
room.

Here is an op- 
portunity that should be eagerly 
grasped by any club, lodge, 
church or individual. 

A room must be found.

ESSAY ON PEACE READ 
TO IN-AS-MUCH CLUB 



The following is a paper read 
by Miss Millsap before a recent 
meeting of the In-As-Much Club, 
and is of particular interest at 
this time: 

"The key to peace is in a 

change of mental, moral and 
emotional outlook, which will 
bring down nations from their 
present absolute and God-like 
position to a far more modest 
situation as representatives of 
mankind. 

'■The idea was expressed by a 
famous Englishwoman, in 'patri- 
otism is not enough.' Let me 

then say, unless we rise above 

patriotism there will be no peace. 

"The outline of the problem of 
peace suggests that the solution is 
difficult It is in fact one of the 
highest ambitions of man, only 
comparable in greatness to that 
quest for truth and knowledge 
which is the title of the nobility 
of mankind. 

"There are brisk and fancy 
writers who extol war as heroic, 
and sing the bracing effects of 
man-hunting on man. Such pen- 
brandishers seldom fail to accuse 
pacifism of being a degenerating 
j and unmanly doctrine. 

"They arc mistaken. True 
..pacifism is a stern doctrine which 
keeps its eyes wide open, not 
only on the sordid dangers of 
war and on the drifting ways 
which lead thereto, but also on

"Tins effort is truly worthy of 
man and compares favorably 
with the exhilarating effects at- 
tributed to war by bellicose 
writers writing under the lee of 
peace. This then must be our 
Holy War — the war against war. 
Its main weapon is reason, lis 
battlefield is our own heart. Its 
victory is true peace."

Export business on wheat has 
been most disappointing as far as 
Canada is concerned for the past 
few weeks. Russia and India, 
which were out of the market 
last season, are making fairly 
good-sized shipments to Europe 
and in addition, the United States, 
which was buying Canadian 
wheat last year, is now an ex- 
porter. Wheat prices in Winnipeg 
had a sharp raise up to the end 
of September, but since that time 
there has been a gradual decline 
of around 15 cents per bushel 
from the high point. It may be 
necessary to have lower prices 
still, in order that foreign mar- 
kets may toko some of our sur- 
plus wheat off the market in 
Canada.
